BELLEVILLE UHF 
TV STATION TO 
START TONIGHT 


WTVI, new television station 
in Belleville, will start com- 
mercial operations tonight, be- 
ginning with a telecast of the 
Community Chest baseball game 
between the Browns and Cin- 
cinnati at Busch Stadium, it was 
announced today. 

The station, which will have 
an initial operating power of 
20,500 watts, plans to carry local 
and Dumont network programs 
from 5:45 p. m., until midnight 
Monday through Friday and 1 
p.m. until midnight on Saturday 
and Sunday. . The test pattern 
will be on from 9 a.m. daily. 
Station WTVI will operate on 
Channel 54 in the UHF (ultra 
high frequency) range, requir- 
ing use of a converter on most 
sets now in use.

and of the post of minister of 
internal affairs, depriving him 
of all awards and ranks, and of 
transferring L. P. Beria’s case 
for consideration by the U.S.S.R. 
Supreme Court.” 

The decree was signéd by 
Marshal Klementi Y. Voroshilov, 
chairman of the Council Pre- 
sidium.

160;000,000 MARK 
REACHED ON U.S. 
POPULATION CLOCK 


The plane, carrying a crew of 
6 and 18 passengers, was on a 
flight across the Mediterranean 
from Udine, Italy, to Wheelus 
Field. 

Earlier reports had said the 
craft crashed in the sea and 
that five survivors had been 
picked up, but the wreckage and 
the 21 survivors were spotted in 
the desert today from the air by 
Col. Royal Anthis, commander 
of Wheelus Field. 

One report said the passen- 
gers were members of a United 
States service baseball team and 
several officers on their way to 
Wheelus. 

The plane had been missing 
since Saturday midnight when 
it reported that it was 30 to 50 
miles off the North African 
coast. British, American and 
Italian planes from Naples, 
Wheelus and Malta had searched 
all day yesterday and resumed 
the hunt again today. 

As a possible explanation of 
the earlier reports that the sur- 
viving airmen had been sighted 
at sea, the Air Force said it be- 
lieved “sea turtles and orange 
crates in the water were mis- 
takenly taken for-rafts and the 
missing airmen.” 

Names of the men aboard the 
plane were not released. 


23 AIR RAID SIRENS IN TEST

Testing of 23 more air raid 
sirens in south St. Louis was 
started today by the St. Louis 
Office of Civil Defense.

The ‘nearest approach td an 
official claim that America had 
the H-bomb came from former 
President Truman in his State 
of the Union message to Con- 
gress last January. Referring to 
the 1951-52 tests at Eniwetok 
atoll in the Pacific, Truman said: 


“We have entered another 
stage in the world-shaking de- 
velopment of atomic energy. 
From now on, man moves into 
a new era of destructive power, 
capable of creating explosions 
of a new order of magnitude 
dwarfing the mushroom clouds 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki.” 


Dr. Lapp, who worked on the 
original Manhattan project 
which produced the first A- 
bomb, is now a private consult- 
ant on atomic energy. 


He told. a reporter he be- 
lieved Russia’s H-bomb test, if 
there was one, occurred last 
week, possibly Friday, because 
(a) Malenkov’s speech was de- 
scribed in dispatches as a “sur- 
prise,” and (b) the statements 
by Hinshaw and Van Zandt 
seemed to imply this country 
had received no recent evidence 
of a hydrogen blast in Russia.

The population clock, in the 
lobby of the Department Build- 
ing, is a 10-foot high device. It 
works on the basis of Census Bu- 
reau estimates that there is one 
birth each 8 seconds, one death 
each 21 seconds, one immigrant 
each 2 minutes, one emigrant 
each 17 minutes for a met gain 
of one person every 12 seconds. 

The net gain is signaled by 
the flashing of a white light 
bulb, while lights of various col- 
ors flash to record births, deaths 
and other changes.

UOLLECT MONEY 


More Names Published 
— U.S. Is Seeking 


2214 in All to Make 


Rebates on Returns 
for 1952. A. 


St. Louisans whose names 
were published yesterday as hav- 
ing federal income tax refunds 
awaiting them began appearing 
at the Federal buflding today 
to apply for their windfalls, 

Additional installments of 
about 200 names each are to be 
published daily until the entire 
list of 2214 has been made pub- 
lic. The refunds amount to about 
$70,000 for the eastern district 
of Missouri. 

Attempts already have been 
made to mail refund checks, on 
1952 income taxes, to the per- 
sons listed. The checks have 
been returned by the Post Of- 
fice as undeliverable because of 
incorrect or incomplete address, 
illegible handwriting, change of 
residence or clerical error. 


First to appear this morning . 


was Willis R. Earley, an engrav- 
er; who arrived at 8:13 a.m., two 
minutes before the refund office 
opened. His check had been sent’ 
to 2029 East Grand boulevard 
instead of to his correct address, 
2028 East Gano avenue. 
Learning that his rebate would

Two of the biggest checks 
called for today were claimed by 
persons whose names had not 
yet been published but who re- 
called that refunds were due 
them. 

Herbert Bingaman’s check for 
$205 had been sent by mistake 
to 3611 Natural Bridge avenue, 
his correct address being 2611 
Natural Bridge. Bingaman is a 
machine repairman. 

Ezra Lunn, a laborer, 3807A 
Blaine avenue, claimed a check 


for $182, It had been mailed to 


the home of a relative, but the 
postman had refused to leave it 
since Lunn had moved from 
there. 

Refunds range from a few 
cents up to $1050. Thirty-five 
are for more than $200. They 
average about $31 each. Amounts 
of individual checks are kept 
confidential by- the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue, 

Persons on the list are 
to go to room 206 of the Fed- 
eral building, Twelfth boulevard 
and Market street, identify 
themselves, and sign requests 
that their checks be mailed to 
them at their current addresses. 
They are asked to take with 
them copies of their 1952 tax 


returns or other personal docu- Belle. 


ments of identification. 

If applicants cannot appear in 
person, they may obtain request 
forms by writing to the district 
director of Internal Revenue, St. 
Louis, 

Acting director of Internal 
Revenue Ernest Flinn empha- 
sized that no one need engage 
a “locating” or “searching” serv- 
ice to obtain information about 
a refund.

Stress on No Tax Rise. 
Both Mayor Tucker and Clark, 

who is general chairman of the 
citizens’ committee working for 
passage of the bond issue, em- 
phasized that the bonds would 
not increase taxes. 

The money would finance con- 
struction of a three-block park 
which would be accepted as the 
city’s one-third contribution to 


the plaza area. 

The Federal Government 
stands ready to defray two- 
thirds of the cost of acquiring 
property for the housing project 
and clearing it for sale at re- 
duced price to the Urban Re- 
development Corp. of St, Louis, 
which is prepared to erect the 
apartment buildings with pri- 
vate capital. 

Clark reported that 640 people 
live in the redevelopment area, 
which is bounded by Olive, Mar- 
ket, Fifteenth and Eighteenth 
streets. Only 41 families are con- 
sidered permanent residents, and 
they will be offered better living 
quarters in public housing proj- 
ects. Merchants whose establish- 
ments are to be razed will be

Without redevelopment, taxes 


yield only $1,260,000 in the next 
30 years, it was estimated, while 
taxes on the redeveloped area 
would amount to $3,891,000.

In his telegram, Gibbons in- 
formed Aubuchon that he had 
learned through press reports 
that the concrete industry em- 
ployers were prepared to “sit 
down and negotiate” and added: 

“On our part, we are ready 
and willing to meet with you and 
your clients as have been for 
the past three weeks.” 

Invitation By Mayor. 

Shortly after Gibbons dis- 
closed that he had sent a tele- 
gram to Aubuchon suggesting a 
conference tonight, Myaor Ray- 
mond R. Tucker said at City 
Hall he had sent a message to 
Gibbons and Aubuchon, suggest- 
ing that 
bers of their respective nego- 
tlating teams meet with him at 
2 p.m. tomorrow to discuss re- 
sumption of negotiations. 

Aubuchon was not immediate- 
ly available for comment. Gib- 
bons said the union officers had 
the Mayor’s request under con- 
sideration. 

In his letter, the Mayor said 
he noted that each side ap- 
peared desirous of resuming 
negotiations and that he assumed 
each was ready to make conces- 
sions in order to reach a settle- 
ment. 

Te added that if the latter 
condition did not exist, there 
was no point in resuming nego- 
tlations. 

When the negotiations begin 
anew, it will be the first time the 
union and company representa- 
tives will have met face-to-face 
across the bargaining table since 
negotiations were broken off 
more than three weeks ago.

Mother of Another Prisoner Listens Every 
Night, but Is Asleep When An- 
nouncement Comes. 


News that her husband, Sgt. 
David Woods Sr., was released 
from a North Korean prisoner- 
of-war camp last night led Mrs. 
— Woods to a quick deci- 
sion, 


“I got busy with the want-ad 
section of the Post-Dispatch and 
found a three-room apartment 
Yor David to come home to, I 
told the owner I was living in 
one room and my husband hadn't 
seen our little boy since he was 
2 months old,” Mrs. Woods said. 

Woods, captured in November 
1950, last saw his son, David Jr., 
in November 1948, His wife has 
sent him pictures of the child, 
but Woods's letters from prison 
camp indicated he never re- 
ceived them. 


Woods, a Negro, was wounded 
in 1949 and returned to duty. He 
is 22 years old. His wife and 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Woods, 2933 Easton avenue, 
heard nothing of his fate for a 
year after his capture. They 
learned he was a prisoner when 
a St. Louis soldier returned from 
Korea and said he was sure 
Woods had been captured. 

Woods’s wife prepared today 
to move from 5578 Page boule- 
vard to 5139 Cabanne avenue. 
„I'll have a nice place to live 
ready for him,” she said. 

Cpl. Mack Spearman, son of 
Mrs. Roxy Spearman of Venice, 
was freed late Saturday. He and 

Woods are the sixth and seventh 
St. Louis area men released in 
the current prisoner exchange. 


Mrs. Spearman, who had 
watched television every nights 
since the exchange began, said 
she had fallen asleep when 
Spearman’s release was an- 
nounced by Post-Dispatch Sta- 
tion KSD-TV. A fellow-resident 
of the Lee Wright Homes, Mrs. 
Helen King, rushed over and 
told her the happy news, she ex- 
plained. 

Spearman, also a Negro, had 
been a prisoner since February 
1951. Before capture he was 
wounded and suffered a frozen 
toe, his mother said. He had en- 
listed in the Army in 1949, was 
discharged and recalled at the 
ae of the Korean war. He 
s 22. 

“I guess they didn’t get much 
to eat in prison camp, probably 
just enough to keep skin on 
bones,” Mrs. Spearman reflected. 
“Well, when Mack gets home 
we'll have turkey and butter 
rolls. How that boy loves to 
eat!“ 

Neighbors who came over to 
share her happiness said Mrs. 
Spearman had “lost a lot of 
weight since her boy was cap- 
tured.”

“Later,” Raup said, “the Com- 
munists tried to tell us that 
they lived as hard as we did. 
I was a cook and I know that 
wasn't true. They ate white rice 
and dog meat and we ate slop 
like cracked corn. 

“I've seen the time I sure 
would have liked a piece of dog 
meat,” he said. 

Raup said he felt seven Amer- 
icans from Camp 5 were not 
coming back. 

He said bitterly that if he ever 
meets any of the seven I'd beat 
the hell out of him if he wasn’t 
a better man than me and if 
he was I'd use a chair.” 

Raup said one of the seven 
told him that he wanted to go 
home, but about a week ago 
the prisoner was taken off in 
another direction. The corporal 
said two more men were taken

“Very often interference in 
the internal affairs of another 
country has effects opposite to 
those intended,” Kennan said in 
response to a question from the 
floor following his prepared ad- 


88. 

“It’s like interfering in a fam- 
ily quarrel; it may be the one 
thing likely to unite the family 
against the outsider.” 

The Soviet system should be 
allowed to perish from its own 
inner viciousness, weaknesses 
and contradictions, Kennan said 
in his address. 

The Soviets’ capacity for ag- 
gression probably has been im- 
paired by the death of Premier 
Stalin and the struggle for pow- 
er among his followers, culmi- 


I nating in the recent arrest on 


charges of treason of Lavrenty 
P. Beria, chief of the secret 
police, Kennan asserted. 

The Russian leaders undoubt- 
edly still want to expand and 
will do so every chance they 
get, Kennan told a questioner. 
However, the Kremlin is now a 
“government by committee” and 
at least for some time to come 
will riot be able to act as swiftly 
and decisively as when Stalin 
was in control. 

Struggle for Minds. 

“As of the year 1953 there 
seems to be reason to hope that 
peak of the danger” that all 
Asia will go Communist “has 
passed,” Kennan said in his ad- 
dress, 

“The real and decisive strug- 
gle in Asia has been taking 
place in the minds of men and 
it seems to me that one can dis- 
cern there a certain turn in the 
tide of battle to the forces of 
realism and common sense,” he 
went on, 

“There is not and should not 
be a movement in the direction 
of any increased pro-American- 
ism or any slavish admiration 
for Western institutions. No 
sensible person seeks anything 
of this sort. 

“It is a turn in the direction 
of a better understanding of the 
nature of both Soviet power and 
Western democracy. It marks a 
sober appreciation both of the 


dangers that lie for the Asian 


peoples themselves in a subordi- 
nation to the influence of Soviet 
Communism and of the possi- 
bilities that lie in a more mature 
approach, taking from every 
source, Communist and Western, 
that which is relevant to Asia’s 
problems and helpful to their 
solution but rejecting in prin- 
ciple every political creed and 
every political influence based 
on hatred and the degradation 
of human nature.” 

The Soviet system is being

For Hands-Off Policy. 


But “it is our business neither 
to save it from its follies nor 
to confuse the issue by attempt- 
ing to insert ourselves into its 
difficulties,” he declared. 

“If our own beliefs are sound, 
Soviet power will continue to 
suffer, as it is suffering today, 
from the effects of its own un- 
soundness — its incompatibility 
with the deepest human needs—

“We must contrive to under- 
stand, as a normal human phe- 
nomenon, the fact that Asian 
peoples sometimes wish to do 
things one way precisely because 
it is not the way we do them— 
because they wish to demon- 
strate to themselves, and to re- 
assure themselves of, an inde- 
pendence which is new and won- 
derful to them and ein which 
they cannot yet fully believe.

CHICAGO, Aug. 10 (UP) — 
Lew Worsham of Oakmont, Pa., 
declared without hestitation to- 
day that golf's biggest pay check 
came his way because of “the 
luckiest shot of my life.” 

Worsham’s blast, with a sand 
wedge estimated at 140 yards 
green, dropped in the 
cup for an eagle two on Tam 
O’Shanter’s eighteenth hole yes- 
terday to give him a 72-hole to- 
tal score of 278 and the top 
prize of $25,000 in the annual 
“World” golf tourney.

Harper, a 39-year-old club pro 
from Portsmouth, Va., apparent- 
ly had victory wrapped up after 
he stroked a nine-iron only 12 
inches from the pin to birdie 
the seventy-second hole and post 
a total score of 279. 

He was standing on the apron 
waiting for Worsham, the only 
player left with a chance to tie, 
to finish his round, and Wor- 
sham needed a birdie, difficult 
to get on the 410-yard hole, to 
force a playoff. 

Harper Sags to Grass. 

But Worsham drove about 300 
yards down the fairway. And 
then he swung the wedge. The 
ball landed on the near edge of 
the green, bounced briefly and 
then rolled directly into the cup. 
Harper wiped his face, pulled 
his hat over his eyes, walked a 
few steps and sagged to the 
grass. 

The victory evened up for 
Worsham his finish in this same 
tournament a year ago. Then he 
paced the field from the first 
hole through the sixty-sixth be- 
fore he ran into a stretch of 
bogies and took a final round 77 
to win less than $1000. 

He began this tournament in 
fine fashion, too, with an open- 
ing day 65. But then he had five 
bogies in the last six holes of 
his second round to fall off the 
pace again, and he stayed behind 
until the final shot on the final 
green. 

“I was beginning to think 
Id never win more than $400 
in this tournament,” he said. 

10 Strokes Under Par. 

Worsham’s second round score 
was 72, on the third round he 
took a 73, and his finishing tally 
was 68. His total for the 72 
holes was 10 strokes under par. 

The victory lifted Worsham 
from twentieth place among the 
1953 money winners to first 
place with a total of $32,007. 

Al Besselink, Grossinger, N.Y., 
took third place with 281, while 
Cary Middlecoff, Memphis, 
Tenn., Jimm Ferrier, San Fran- 
cisco, and Freddie Haas, New 
Orleans, tied for fourth with 
282. Besselink’s prize was 
$5000, while the other trio re- 
ceived $2500 each. (Ed Furgol 
of St. Louis tied for twenty-sev- 
enth with 68-73-72-78—291.) 
Victory and $5000 in the

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Three Menus F or. 
SUMMER 
SUPPERS

HAT homemaker hasn't strug- 
gled with her conscience when 
planning summer supper menus? 
Should she spend hours in the kitchen 
on an August afternoon in order to 
provide a well-planned, nutritious 
meal, or should she succumb to temp- 
tation and just open a few cans? 
There is one happy solution: serve 
the sort of dipner which will keep 
energy high no matter how the mer- 
eury climbs, but plan it around dishes 
which can be prepared ahead of time, 
in the cool of the morning. 


To help you with your August meal- 
planning, here are three such supper 
menus, with the featured recipes. 


The Salmon Puffs and their creamed 
filling can be made in the morning and 
refrigerated separately until dinner- 
time. Reheat the sauce, spoon into the 
rewarmed puff cases and serve imme- 
diately. The Parsley Supper Ring 
may be prepared earlier in the day 
and reheated, or it may be made days 
in advance, wrapped in foil and frozen. 
The rarebit for the fish fillets can be 
made hours ahead and stored in the 
refrigerator, then reheated in the 
double boiler before baking. 

Here are the feature recipes for our 
three summer suppers. 


Salmon Puffs. 


One-half cup sifted all-purpose flour. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

Few grains pepper. 

One-fourth cup shortening. 

One-third cup boiling water. 

Two tablespoons pimento, chopped. 

Two tablespoons green pepper, 
chopped. 

Two eggs. 

Sift together flour, salt and pepper.

Melt shortening in boiling water over 
direct heat; then add pimento and 
green pepper to the boiling liquid. Add 
dry ingredients all at once, stirring 
constantly. Cook until mixture leaves 
sides of pan in a smooth compact ball, 
stirring vigorously. Remove from heat 
and cool for about one minute. 

Add eggs, one at a time, beating vig- 
orously after each addition until mix- 
ture is smooth again. Drop by round- 
ed tabléspoonfuls $ne and onethalf 
inches apart on greased baking sheet. 
Bake in hot oven (450 degrees) for 10 
minutes, then at 400 degrees for 20 to 
25 minutes. Cut opening in top of 
puff and fill. 


Creamed Salmon Filling. 


One-half cup chopped celery. 

One tablespoon chopped green pep- 
per. : 
One tablespoon chopped pimento. 

Seven tablespoons shortening. 

Six tablespoons flour. 

Three cups milk. 

Two cups (one-pound ean) flaked 
salmon. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 


Saute celery, green pepper and pi- 
mento in one tablespoon shortenin 
until celery is just tender. Melt sit 
tablespoons shortening in top of double 
boiler over direct heat; add flour and 
mix well. Add milk gradually, stirring 
constantly. Cook until thick and 
smooth, then place over hot water. 
Add salmon, salt, pepper and celery 
mixture. Cook for about five minutes

Detection Techniques Make Lying 
About Weapons Foolish.

If he was lying, 


The first question 


he is a bigger fool than he looks. 


Earlier tests of Sov.et atomic 
bombs—the first in September 
1949, and the second and third 
in October 1952— were first an- 
nounced here in Washington and 
only confirmed later in Moscow. 

The Washington announce- 
ments were possible because of 
the 


tion project, first established in 
1948 at the behest of the present 
Chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, Adm. Lewis 
Strauss. 

The principle of long-range 
detection is fairly simple. The 
famous bomb-clouds of the wea- 
pons of total destruction rapidly 
ascend into the upper air and 
circle the earth in the strato- 
spheric winds. The powerfully 
radioactive particles that the 
clouds contain can be detected 
by Ge counters. Air samples, 
taken by patrol planes, tell much 
about the bombs that produ 
the clouds. Even the site of the 
explogions can be located by 
seismographic and other evi- 
dence. 

Concealment Out of Question. 

It is ost inconceivable that 
the explosion of a Soviet hydro- 
gen bomb has escaped this sys- 
tem of long-range detection. 

Atomic explosions can, in 
theory, he concealed if the bomb 
is detonated underground—as in 
a mine, for example, but the 
essential component of a hydro- 
gen bomb, the very heavy hydro- 
gen, tritium, is a volatile gas 
which would escape into the air. 
A method for detecting the most 
minute quantities of tritium in 
the atmosphere has already been 
published by Dr. W. F. Libby 
of Chicago University. Thus con- 
cealment seems out of the ques- 
tion, 

On the other hand, the radio- 
active cloud takes some days to 
circle the earth. Analysis of the 
data produced by long-range de- 
tection takes a much longer 
time, probably two weeks or 
more. 

Since long-range detection is 
also understood by the Soviets, 
it must be assumed for the pres- 
ent that Malenkov was not ly- 
ing. The next question, there- 
fore, is whether his news is 
as serious as it looks. Here the 
answer is conditional. 

Not Justified. 

Unless past United States 
Government estimates of the 
scale and speed of Soviet atomic 
development have been wrong, 
Malenkov’s news is deadly seri- 
ous, certainly; but it does not 
justify despair. 

Here again, tritium is the key 
to the problem. The chief lim- 
iting factor on an atomic pro- 
gram is the incredibly costly, 
massive and time-consuming 
process of uranium separation. 

How many atomic bombs you 
get is ultimately determined by 
how fast you can separate fis- 
sionable uranium-235 from the 
far more common isotope, inert 
uranium-238. 

By the same token, the chief 
limiting factor on a hydrogen 
bomb program is the néed for 
the very heavy-hydrogen, tri- 


tium. How many hydrogen 
bombs you have is 
by your supply of tritium, which 


plays the part in a hydrogen through this 


bomb of the paper and kindling 
in a dampish log fire. 
Disadvantages of Tritium. 


So far as Western scientists | Reds 


know, tritium can ohly be made 
in the Same reactors which also 
make the atomic bomb compo- 
nent, plutonium. The manufac- 
ture of tritium is fantastically 
slow and fantastically expensive. 
Above all, tritium has only about 
one-tenth the explosive poten- 
tial, on an atom for atom basis, 
that plutonium has. 

Tritium is not the only com- 
ponent of a hydrogen bomb, to 
be sure. E is mixed with the 
other heavy hydrogen, deuter- 
jum, which contributes er- 
plosive power, too. 

The whole contraption has to 


ced | be triggered by an atomic bomb 


of great size, which produces 
the sunlike heats and pressures 
in which hydrogen fusion takes 
place. For these and other rea- 
sons, the explosive potential of 
the tritium that goes into the 
bomb is not an accurate measure 
of the explosive potential of the 
completed hydrogen bomb. 

H-Bomb Requires Sacrifices. 

The fact remains, however, 
that inordinately heavy sacri- 
fices have to be made to get the 
tritium for a hydrogen bomb. 
You may gain one hydrogen 
bomb with the power of two 
megatons, or 2,000,000 tons of 
TNT, but by using your reactors 
to produce tritium instead of 
plutonium, you will lose a larger 
number of atomic bombs with a 
much greater explosive power.. 

Very crudely and approxi- 
mately, one hydrogen bomb of 
two megatons, might cause the 
loss of 100 plutonium bombs 
with a total power of ten mega- 
tons, or 10,000,000 tons of TNT. 

This is a poor exchange at 
best; for a big atomic bomb is 
quite big enough to destroy all 
but a very small number of 
targets. A nation like the United 
States, which already has an 
ample atomic stockpile, can af- 
ford to make this exchange of 
large numbers of atomic bombs 
for one hydrogen bomb, but a 
nation whose atomic stockpile 
is not ample already, will be 
distinctly short-sighted to make 
this exchange. 

May Delay Atom Buildup. 

If our inrelligence has not 
ridiculously under-rated the 
speed of Soviet atomic build-up, 
the immediate effect of this 
first Soviet bomb may not be 
wholly unfavorable to this 
country, It will allow the Krem- 
lin to boast about its new terror 
weapon, but it may also delay 
the over-all Soviet atomic build- 
up. The “if” above is a very 
big one. The problem needs 
further exploration. 

Meanwhile, there is no eseap- 
ing one point. Malenkov's hydro- 
gen bomb is the final warning. 
Whatever else it means, it most 
certainly means that we can no 


longer be complacent about So- 
viet air-atomie power.

However, there were at least 
three companies of Negro 
POW’s in Camp No. 5 at Puk- 
tong on the Yalu river. Com- 
pany No. 1, from which Negro 
repatriates for the last three 
days have come, totaled 263 
men. 

Of the three Negro soldiers 
who rejected repatriation, Corp. 
Wesley Murray of New York 
City, himself a Negro, said: 
“The last we saw of them they 
were standing on the basketball 
court when their names were 
called. They went in one direc- 
tion and we went in another.” 

The Chinese called them 
“progressives” and we called 
them Chink lovers,” reported 
Pfc. Walter Chambers, 21-year- 
old Negro from Harrisburg, Pa. 

“One of them told me he 
didn’t believe in the Bible any 
more,” Chambers said.

CRITICISM OF ANY SORT is largely con- 
fined to politics, a field which is perhaps. over- 
criticized, There is a large world of books and 
theater and movies and magazines and—well— 
just people that remains uncriticized and largely 
ignored, at least on radio and TV. 

Ifs a shame, too, because there are some 
awfully bright minds on the air and, on the 
rare occasions when they do speak out, they 
contribute a lot of laughter and wisdom. A 
case in point is Eric Sevareid’s little gem of 
an essay on what he called publicity saints, 
people like Mike Romanoff or Zsa Zsa Gabor 
who remain inexplicably famous long after they 
have done anything especially noteworthy. It 
was a marvelously perceptive bit of journalism, 
But things like that are rare, terribly rare. 

Years ago there was Will Rogers who opined, 
among other things, that we were the only 
nation to go to the poorhouse in an automobile. 
Then there was Alexander Woollcott who could 
be both savagely critical and wildly enthusiastic. 
But when he came to radio, he mostly left the 
criticism at home and subsisted on the overripe

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- ONE OF THE FEW CRITICS around is Leon 
Pearson who has a 15-minute program on NBC 
radio (2 p.m. KSD Sundays). Pearson, who is 
Drew Pearson's brother, calls his program 
“Critic At Large” and that is a very apt title. 
Pearson roams all over creation, talking about 
books and movie and magazine pieces and the 
theater and people. I am awed by the amount 
of reading and moviegoing and playgoing that 
he gets under his belt in any one week. 

This is not entirely a virtue. Pearson rambles 

a little too far in each 15 minutes. Not that 
I'd like to restrict his range which I find 
admirable but I ‘occasionally wish he'd settle 
down and explore one book or one movie or 
whatever a little more thoroughly rather than 
touching so lightly on so many. Almost every- 
thing interests him—the tug of war between

Medical ethics simply are the rules of conduct for 
physicians that will protect the public and best serve every 
fitient. They have evolved since long before the Sermon 
én the Mount and the Golden Rule, although they embody 
these principles. :

= MEDICAL ETHICS have 3 cardinal rule the 
protection of the patient.

M ODERN civilization provides little opportunity for peo- 


ple to develop creative skills, and most of the oppor- 

tunities have been monopolized by women, who have a 
chance in their own hdmes to exercise their taste and in- 
ventiveness, For one reason or another men are largely ex- 
cluded from these opportunities, and most of all in a realm 
where many of them could distinguish themselves, that is, 
in the kitchen. 

So says Irwin V. Sperry, professor of family develop- 
ment at the University of Georgia, and he names four rea- 
sons why men are crowded out of the kitchen: 

1, Tradition. ; 3 

2. ‘Jealousy of wives over having their own domain in- 
vaded. “The kitchen is my workshop and I can’t be both- 


« ered by having my husband underfoot or in the way,” is a 


common attitude of women. 

3. Ignorance of the husband; he has had no training in 
cookery. 

4. Too busy.

WHEN DAD DOES get a chance in the kitchen, it is 
usually for jobs that don’t require much skill—for instance, 
emptying the garbage! Dr. Sperry questioned women as to 
what they thought was appropriate kitchen activity for the 
man of the house; they promptly named such chores as 
cleaning and repair; dishwashing, and carrying out the 
garbage. 

Yet the average Western boy at least, often has a pretty 
good idea of cookery. Maybe he has a Boy Scout merit 
badge for cookery. It will not be astonishing if, at the 
time of marriage, he knows more about cookery than his 
bride does. Probably she will learn quickly, however, and 
he will get little further chance to display his skill.

DR. SPERRY BELIEVES home life will be richer if, 
along with the natural division of labor which assigns home- 
making to the wife, there is more participation of the whole 
family in the kitchen. 

“For instance, one father takes over the cooking for 
outdoor meals.

The dives were measured by 
a heavy shotline hanging from 
the research ship, Elie Monnier.

The 
divers carried indelible pencils 
to sign their names on the deep- 
est board they could reach, to 
write a sentence describing their 
sensations. 

I was in good physical condi- 
tion for the trial. I entered the 
water holding a hunk of scrap 
iron in my left hand. I went 
down with great rapidity, my 
right arm crooked around the 
shotline. I was oppressively con- 
scious of the Diesel generator 
rumble of the idle Elie Mon- 
nier as I wedged my head into 
mounting pressure. It was high 
noon, but the light soon faded. 

At 200 feet I tasted the me- 
tallic flavor of compressed nitro- 
gen and was instantaneously 
and severely struck with rap- 
ture. I closed my hand on the 
rope and stopped. 

I struggled to fix my brain on 
reality, to attempt to name the 
color of the sea about me. A 
contest took place beween navy 
blue, aquamarine and Prussian 
blue.

However, before heaven there 
was purgatory, I waited 20 feet 
down for five minutes of de- 
compression, then rose to 10 
feet where I spent 10 shivering 
minutes. When they hauled in 
the shotline I felt that some im- 
poster had written my name on 
the last board. 


For a half hour I had a slight 
pain in the knees and shoulders. 
Philippe Tailiez went down to 
the last board, scribbled a silly 
message, and came up with a 
two-day headache. Didi, too, had 
to overcome dramas of heavy 
rapture in the 50-fathom zone, 


In the autumn we undertook 
another series of deep dives, 
With marker boards extending 
below 50 fathoms. We planned 
to venture beyond with lines 
to the waist, and a safety man 
stationed on deck, completely 
equipped to jump in and give 
aid in case of difficulty. 

Diving Master Maurice Far- 
gues dived first. On deck we 
regularly received the reassur- 
ing signal Fargues gave by tug- 
ging on the line, “Tout va bien” 
(all is well). Suddenly there 
Was no signal. 

Anxiety struck us all at once. 
Jean Pinard, his safety man, 
went down immediately. We 
hauled Fargues up 150 feet, 
where they would meet. Pinard 
plunged toward an inert body, 
and beheld with horror that 
Fargues’s mouthpiece was hang- 
ing on his chest. 

We worked for 12 hours try- 
ing to revive Fargues, but he 
was dead. “Raptute of the 
depths” had stolen his air tube 
from his mouth and drowned 
him. When we brought up the 
shotline we found Fargues’s 
name written on the 396-foot 
board. 


Fargues gave his life 100 feet 


below our greatest penetrations, - 


deeper than any helmet diver 
breathing unmixed air has ever 
gone in the sea.

ISHING is one of man’s old-

Consider the case of the slan- 
dered octopus: The octopus owes 
most of its notoriety to Victor 
Hugo.

You become one. The tiger can 
only devour you; the devilfish 
inhales you.

alive” referred, more likely, to 
the condition of the novelist 
when he penned the passage, 
than to a human being meeting 
an octopus. 

On countless occasions my 
companions and I have offered 
our persons for this libation, 
At first we had natural revul- 
sion against touching the slimy 
surface of the octopus: but found 
that the fingertips conveyed no 
unpleasant sense. We saw many 
octopi on the floor of the sea 
and clinging to reefs. 

Dumas one day pulled an oc- 
topus from an undersea cliff. 
He was somewhat apprehensive 
but it was a small octopus and 
Didi felt he was too large a 


drink for it. If Dumas was 


timid, the octopus was down- 
right terforized. It writhed 
desperately to escape the four- 
armed monster of a man and 
succeeded in breaking loose.

The bashful animal usually 
refused to fasten its suction cups 
to flesh. Didi tried to wrap the 
tentacles around his bare arm 
in the familiar blood-drinking 
position, but without success. 
The octopus would not retain 
the grip. Didi forced the suction 
cups against his arms and suc- 
ceeded if obtaining a brief ad- 
hesion, quite easy to remove, 
leaving momentary marks on 
his skin. 

The octopus has remarkable 
adaptability. Dumas determined 
that, by patiently playing with 
them until he met some re- 
sponse. Usually octopi were most 
submissive when very tired. 
Dumas released an exhausted 
octopus and let it jet away with 
its legs trailing. 

The octopus has two distinct 
means of locomotion. It can 
crawl efficiently on hard sur- 
faces. Its method of swimming 
consists of inflating the head, 
or valva, with water and jetting 
the fluid to achieve moderate 
speed. Dumas could easily over- 
take the animal. 

The octopus discharged sev- 
eral ink bombs and then re- 
sorted to its last defense, a sud- 
den plunge to the bottom, where 
it instantly assumed the local 
color and pattern. 

Keeping a sharp eye out for 
this camouflage stunt, Didi con- 
fronted the creature again. The 
rer sprang hopelessly from 
the om, fanned its legs and 
dribbled back to the floor.
